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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Newly submitted claims 14-18 and amended claims 8-9 directed to an Invention 
that is independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following 
reasons: the apparatus claims 1,3,12-13 are a stmcture and a final product distinct from 
the method claims 8-9, and 14-18 which is a process of making the product such as 
steps of providing and during the stamping process. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 8-9,14-18 withdrawn from consideration 
as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 
821.03. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 
Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made In this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 ,3,1 2-1 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Lykes et al. (US 5068556). 

Regarding claim 1, Lykes et al. disclose (figures 4-6) an electrical machine, 
having a stator (25) which is received in a housing (28a) that is closed by a housing 
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cap, and having a rotor (35) that includes a shaft which is rotatably received in roller 
bearings (34) characterized in that the roller bearings (34) are received by bearing rings 
(28), which are supported in the stator (25) of the electrical machine, stator (25) of the 
electrical machine, the stator is provided on its face ends with openings (26) for 
receiving the bearing rings (30), and the openings (26) are configured as annular 
grooves extending in a circumferential direction. 

Regarding claim 3, Lykes et al. disclose the bearing rings are made from a 
nonmagnetic material. 

Regarding claim 12, Lykes et al. disclose the annular grooves (26) are provided 
in a stator opening for the rotor. 

Regarding claim 13, Lykes et al. disclose the annular grooves are provided on an 
outer diameter of the stator.
